The I^n**x exi*erimenter says that 
tarvia has practically killed tin* brenl- 
lug places of the stable tty and that 
there are fewer houseflies 
Birne It lias been established that 
typhoid germs are carried by fin**, 
also Asiatic cholera, and that flier** is 
strong evidence that the fly is also the 
carrier of tuhervuloai* ami other dis­ 
eases, the discovery that oiling high­ 
ways lessens th** common fly and al­ 
most entirely exterminates the stable 
fly ap|M*ars to lie of the highest im­ 
portance.

those pigs healthy aud m ake rnpid 
and economical growth. 
The earlier r j e is sown, provided 
w eather conditions are right, the more 
fall feed will be provided. Last year 
we sowed a patch In August. 
Tile 
ground was quite dry ut tile tim e of 
(lie s e e d in g , but rains came, and the 
field made a heavy growth that fall. 
Sown any time Iii late August or early 
Septemlier a wonderful green m at will 
tie formed In a comparatively short 
time lf m oisture I* available. A bushel 
jaw acre sown with a press drill la the 
most satisfactory way of putting It in 
Bye will come out early in the spring 
and ta* Hie first of all crop* ready for 
pasturing 
T hus It will furnish a big 
relief from the months of dry fe«*d of 
winter. 
Esp**dally will It la* a Imon 
to the brood sow* and their promising 
litter*.
